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1 . A method for the treatment or prophylaxis of disorders in which the 
overproduction of S-CD23 is imphcated, which method comprises the administration 

5 of an effective amount of an inhibitor of the formation of human soluble CD23 to a 
human or non-human mammal in need thereof, with the provisos that: 

(a) the disorder is not mediated by a matrix metalloprotease or by tissue 
necrosis factor; and 

(b) the inhibitor does not form part of the state of the art by virtue of 
10 W092/16517 or W093/18173. 

2. The method according to Claim 1, wherein the inhibitor of the formation of s- 
CD23 is an inhibitor of matrix metalloprotease.
